“Hit Parade” 


T is realised we ore about 

to tread on dangerous 
ground; that we are prob- 
ably calling down coals of 
fire on our head, and that 
with a certain section of 
the publle we shall be any- 
thing but popular. Never- 
theless, we feel the subject 
requires alring. And it 
concerns Radio Hongkong’s 
Thursday aight feature, 
“Hit| Parade.” Our chief 
difficulty is to find any 
merit in thls weekly radio 
offering. It is not only in- 
furlatingly repetitive, but 
{t provides nothing in the 
way of popular tunes which 
are not already fully 
embodied in programmes 
such os “Forces’ Requests”, 
“Hospital Requests”, the 
“Linda Calling’ feature 
and, of course, the BBC 
“Forces’ Favourites’, which 
are broadcast from Radio 
Hongkong with the same 


regularity os “Hit Porade.” | 


But where these “request” 
programmes cover a wide 
field of taste in popular 
music, the “Ht Parade” is 
confined to about a dozen 
numbers for o considerable 
period. In fact, as we ace 
] any tune which  over- 
night captures the imagina- 
tlon of the public is almost 
certainly destined to figure 
In the “Hit Parade’ pro- 
gramme for anything up to 
16 woeks—first it has to 
ascend the Iadder, then 
make its laborious and 
painful way out of the 
feature. Moreover, it is 
noticeaple, that almost 
without exception the same 
recording of a number is 
used week after week, o8 
though Hateners were more 
interested 
rendering the tune, rather 
than in the tune itself. Nor 
ays’ we prepared, on behalf: 
of more sensitive and dis- 
cerning Msteners, to accept 
the time-honoured admoni- 
tion that “if you don’t like 
the programme, don't tune 
Into {t." Because {ft so 
happens that “Hit Parade” 
comes on the oir at 8 
o'clock, which is a peak 
listening hour anywhere 
in the world, and therefore 
a period which should not 
be alienated to a restricted 
number of _ enthusiastic 
listencrs. We have two 
suggestions to make about 
“Hit Parade”; if it is 
regarded as being some- 
thing essential to Radio 
Hongkong’s 
then it should go on the 
air either earlier or Jater 
in the evening than at 
present; and secondly, it 
would probably be much 
better ld oa by a 
considerably larger listen- 
Ing audience if it were 
broadcast once a month 
instead of once a week.

yetlred US Army colonel, in his autobiography,

A Japanese delegation went 
to Manila in mid-Auguat, 1946 
to rceelve Gen. Dougtas Mac- 
Arthur's surrender orders. 
Mashblr was Chief of Mac- 
Arthur's translation and inter- 
pretation section. From Wash- 
ington | ‘had come — inisxructions 
that Emperor Hirehito should 
issue a surrender reseript, the 
exact wording of which was to 
be dictated by the Allics, 

When the draft wos read, the 
Japanese delegates turned pic. 
It called for the emperor to use 
the first person pronoun in the 
volte Japanese form, “wata- 
Kusht”, Instead of the imperlal 
first perfon, “chin”, The em- 
port had never used “wati- 

shi? for “I in formal 
communication, It would have 
been degrading to the Jaopanc: ec. 

Mashbir, who had Hved = for 
years. among the Japanese, 
quickly detected this as in 
insult not only to the emperor 
but to all Japanese, He be- 
lieved it vidlated the Potsdum 
Declaration and that the Jap- 
anese could later repudiate the 
surrender @s oan illegal in- 
strumont obtained under duress 
if it remained unchanged. 


With MacArthur's = bacidng, 
Maoehbir told the Japanese thoy 
could issue) oa Surrender pro- 
clamation In the regular form 
of an imperia} reseript and in 
ancient: Japanese phraseology. 

The documents to be signed 
on tag Missourl were changed 
accordingly. 

MacArthur told) Mashhir: 
have no desire whatever to 
dicbase him (the emperor) in 
the eyes of his own people, ur 
through him dt mill be possibl: 
to maintain a completely 
orderly government.” 

Mashbir later escorted Foreign 
Minister orn Shigemitsu 
and the Japanese party aboard 
the Missouri for the surrender 
sluning. 

The title of Mashbir's ovok 
is misleading. He first went to 
Japan in 1920 as a young army 
olicer to guther intelligence 
about Jspan’s ascendant and 
distrusted military.

Within 
a few days of his arrival he had 
mude up bry mind and taken 
the fateful decision — that: the 
date should be advanced by 
nearly uw year. 

That the British Government 
accepted his recommendation 
dees not absolve Mountbatten 
of his responsibility.

of life. The conquest of the 
alr in. . particular,» - has 
probably been the greatest 
single story of our times. 


Today, a similar revolu- 
tion is inthe making, for 
the second half of this 
century is likely to bring the 
conquest of space. Man, 
having mastered the art of 
flight within the at- 
mospher,, is now almost 
ready for the attempt to fly 
beyond it. 


A Difference 


It will, of- course, be flight 
with a difference, since 
wings, propellers, and even 
gas turbine jet engines are 
useless in the vacuum of 
tho interplanetary spaces. 
The rocket, however, func- 
tidns even more efliciently 
in the complete absence of 
air than it does at sea level. 
Its thrust js derived: purely 
from the reaction | of 
throwing o mass of gas 
backwards, and the rocket 
(by definition) . carries 
within itself, all the sub- 
stances required to generate 
its own exhaust ‘gases. 
Space-flight, therefore, will 
be flight high initial speed 
by rocket propulsion.

Modern technology hay becorne 
vastly more complex and ex- 
pensive, and requires hage 
facilithes In the way of labora.

In politics, , Metternich was 
guided by a, desire to keep his 
master, the ‘ Austrian Emperoi, 
on the throne and to keep the 
revolutionary middlo classes in 
thelr place. As for the “people,” 
ho thought them “good creatures 
who never wish to change ro 
long as thelr material conditions 
are reasonably pssured.”’ 


Ho did not pursue these 
policies unrewarded. He owned 
the finést vineyard in Germany. 
He took handsome sums from 
various monarchs and ‘‘borrow- 
ed” heavily from the’ Roths- 
childs, His police, his spies 
and his. diplomacy kept the old 
order precariously together for 
more than 30 years. - 


But at last the dreaded revo- 
lulicn came even to Vienna, 
where Metternich and his silly, 
snobbish, devoted wife reigned 
tupreme, The “good creatures" 
wished, after all, to change; it 
was (ime for the vain, indus- 
trious old man to pack and go. 

The reader of Grunwald'y 
biography (a pre-war book in 
its orlginal French form) will 
find a kindly Judgment of Met- 
ternich’s character, :ome ac- 
count of his love affairs and no 
excessive analysis of his policies.
